BANK STATEMENT 



The bill prescribing a form of 
government in the Philippines, as 
reported in the Senate Monday by 
Senator Lodge, provides that the 
commission may establish popular 
representative government in the 
islands so far and so fast as the 
communities show their capability. 
As soon as complete peace shall 
have been established a census is 
to be taken showing the rapacity 
of the inhabitants for self-govern- 
ment. The Philippine Government 
is authorized to establish A mint at 
Manila, and any owner of silver 
bullion of the value of $iOoor 
more may deposit the same for 
coinage into dollars containing 416 
grains. The silver dollar is made 
the legal tender in the islands.
